New Banking System Launched 


(From Los Angeles Financial News.) 


On Monday last the b anking system of th§ United 
S tates underw ent for the second tim e in its history 
a radical change. 
The first w as in 1862 when the 
National Banking system becam e the law; the second 
on Monday 16th inst., when the 
Federal 
Reserve 
Banking system was launched and twelve regional 
banks in the tw elve disticts of the United States 
opened their doors for business. 
T here was no 
ceremony. 
But the F ederal R eserve Agents and the 
Governors of the banks w ere congratulated by Secre­ 
tary ’McAdoo of the T reasu ry D epartm ent and the 
country, through a letter from P resident Wilson to 
Secretary McAdoo, w as also congratulated on the 
successful inauguration of Hie new financial system 
of the country. 
\ s P re sid e n t W ilson expressed it 
“A new day has daw ned for the beloved country 
whose lasting prosperity and happiness we so ear­ 
nestly desire.” 


“In this district the R eserve B ank in San Francisco 


began business w ithout friction. 
During the day no 
loans were either m ade or applied for. 
Each of the 
520 m em ber hanks iii the d istrict which included 
National Banks in California, p a rt of Arizona, all of 
Idaho, Nevada, Oregon. U tah and W ashington were 
formally notified. 
A n u m b er of hanks did not wait 
for the formal notice hut had forw arded their de­ 
posit. 
This deposit is tw o-tw elfths of the required 
reserves for banks not in reserv e cities and three- 
fifteenths of the required reserv es of banks in the 
reserve cities. 
The total of the first paym ent is 
$12,000,000. 
Federal R eserve A gent John Perrin, in 
speaking of the new system , afte r pointing out th at 
the primary purpose of the R eserve hanks is to pro­ 
tect ra th e r than to m ake a profit, and th at chief 
among its expected influences is the freeing of more 
money for legitim ate business, said: 


“A proper conception of th e function of this new 
financial instrum entality would he that of a governor 
on a steam engine. 
W hen the dem ands for redis­ 
counting increase rapidly we will increase the rate, 


and when Hie demand slackens consirerably we will 
reduce the rate. 
“ The paper that we will prefer," he said, 'is two- 
n am e paper. 
For example, when a miller sells a 
carload of flour to a grocer, and receives the grocer’s 
note, lie may discount this note at his bank. 
If this 
note is brought to us. it then lias the names of the 
buyer and the seller in a regular trade transaction, 
as veil as Hie indorsem ent of the member hank 
presenting it. This sam e transaction illustrates what 
we m ean by self-liquidating paper. 
Iii this case. the 
sale of the flour by the grocer automatically pro­ 
vides the money for taking up the note. 
“ As the hanks come to u nderstand that this if, the 
kind of paper we prefer and th e kind that can most 
readily be rediscounted af the Federal Reserve Dank, 
the tendency will be to m ake more loans of that 
k in l, and fewer of the so-called character leans. The 
result of this should be to m ake better conditions 
lot legitim ate business, even a p a rt from that func­ 
tion of the Reserve hanks which is to int re: se the 
volum e of currency iii 
tim es when it is greatly 
needed, as in the crop-moving season. 
“ H ertofore a condition lins prevailed tinder which 
the greater the prosperity #f the country the g reater 
w as tile danger of financial panic. 
The more money 
required for moving the crops the greater the drain 
on the reserves of the local hanks, the greatei th eir 
calls on the hanks iii the central reserve cities, 
until finally the pressure w as telt in New York and 
dem and loans were called, with the result that rates 
w en t up and the stock b ro k ers were charged with 
having created the panic. Now the hank that begins 
feel the pressure of fixe dem ands for money at 
crop-moving time can come to the Federal Reserve 
banks and rediscount its loans. 
The new institution 
will absorb the shock.”

What Is a Second Foot? 
‘•‘Second-foot’’ as defined by the United Slates Geo­ 
logical Survey, is an abbreviation for cubic foot per 
second and is the unit for the rate of discharge of 
w ater flowing in a stream one foot wide, one foot 
deep, a t a rate of one foot per secoud. 
It is gener­ 
ally used as a fundam ental unit in measurem ents 
of stream flow. 
“Second-feet per square mile” is the. average num­ 
ber of cubic feet of w ater flowing lier second from 
each assum ption that the run-off is distributed uni­ 
formly both as regard time and area. An “acre-foot” 
is equivalent to 43,560 cubic feet and is the quantity 
required to cover an acre to the depth of one foot 
The term is commonly used in connection with 
storage for Irrigation work. 
One second-foot flow equals 7.48 United States gal­ 
lons a second, 448.8 gallons a minute, or 646,317 gal­ 
lons a day. 
As a California ‘ m iner’s inch” equals 
b.187 gallons a second, there are forty California 
miners’ inches in one second-foot. 


Attacks Loan Shark Law 
An attack on the constitutionality of the personal 
property brokers' act, enacted to protect the public 
against loan sharks, was made this week in the 
State Supreme Court by Attorney Olin L. Berry, of 
San Francisco, arguing in the case of II. A. Stephen, 
brought before the Court on a w rit of habeas corpus. 
Stephen was arrested on a charge of failure to give 
a memorandum and copy of the law to a woman who 
borrowed $200 from bim on a chattel mortgage. Ber­ 
ry argued th at the penal part of the law as It stands 
waB unconstitutional in that it discrim inates against 
one class of brokers. Briefs were subm itted by Berry 
arid five days were given to the respondents to reply, 
a t which time the case will be subm itted for deci-

T hat tile Pacific Slope is enjoying prosperity great­ 
er perhaps than in other parts of the country is 
shown in tile exports from San Francisco which in 
Hie month of November, elim inating cotton ship­ 
ments, was one million dollars greater than in No­ 
vember last year. 
Tile total exports by sea in No­ 
vember, 1913, including cotton, a great part or which 
was produced in other states, were $7,893,446. 
This 
year tile total for November was $6,944,993. 
This 
shows an apparent decrease of $948,453. 
But in No­ 
vember of last year tile figures include nearly $3,000,- 
ouo worth of cotton, while in November of this year 
there was less than $1,000,000 of cotton passing over 
the wharves of Aaa Francisco. 


Cotton Ginning Record 
More cotton than ever ginned in any season prior 
to December I is tile record for this year, as shown 
by Hie Census Bureau statistics issued this week 
showing 13,066,106 bales bad J Hissed through glnner’s 
hands. 
That was 249,298 bales more than ginned to 
December I in tile record year, 1911. Cotton exports 
picked up considerably during November, when 76o.- 
349 bales were sent ubroad, according to an an­ 
nouncement of the U. S. Census Bureau, This is 
more than was shipped during Septem ber and Octo­ 
ber combined. 
Tile export of cotton, however, is 
far from normal. 


Government in Chicago Costly

tion of tile new regional banking system we would 
put behind us all financial troubles and adverse busi­ 
ness conditione generally, and tills has proved to be 
the fact.” declares Stoddard Jess, vice president of 
the F irst R ational Bank and form er president of the 
Los Angeles Clearing House. 
“The regional banking system has been in opera­ 
tion only one week and no reports of any description 
have been received in Los Angeles as to w hat has 
been done duriug the past six days. 
As a m atter of 
fact, nothing of vital im portance could be expected 
after so brief a time. 
However, the fact that the 
new system was to become effective and th at it 
really has -become operative has brought about a 
wonderful transform ation in the general feeling. This 
condition might be term ed psychological, but it has 
developed into an actual fact. 
“All of our reports from the financial centers of the 
eastern section of the country give proof of a better 
condition of the money m arket. 
There has been 
a reduction in the rate, and loans now are being 
freely made. 
“In Los Angeles there has been a wonderful change 
in conditions, especially during the past two weeks. 
Possibly tile greatest change lias been in the bond 
m arket. 
For some m onths there practically has 
been no inquiries for bonds of any description, but 
there now' is in evidence a healthy demand for 
securities of this character, with a num ber of good 
transactions recorded. 
I feel that w hatever bad 
conditions which have been experienced are tilings 
of the past, th at prevailing conditions are gratifying 
and th at the outlook for tile future is most en­ 
couraging.’’
